I see my art as a means of exploring and communicating my feelings, my 
observations, my experiences. I am fascinated with people, yet I see them as 
being rather absurd and ridiculous. In this body of work, my friends are the 
actors. They represent oridinary people in ordinary places doing ordinary chores - 
the rituals of everyday life. 

Among the cheap, worn-down apartments, naive college student away from home for 
the first time play grown-up. Four cinder blocks and a piece of found wood mimic 
a kitchen table. Plenty of Kraft macaroni and cheese and fast-food burritos replace 
well-balanced meals. The bathroom becomes the community room, as Sharon showers 
and Debbie applies her make-up. Bowling alleys and booze; staying out late, waking 
up late, another class missed; a phone call to your professor to explain your sudden 
bout with malaria... 

These college students are supposedly in the prime of their lives, but nobody 
is smiling. Life slips away without their realizing that the most acute and subtle 
joys of life are in fact extremely coomon and simple: every moment wonderfully 
new and unique. 

In the use of light and shadow and the way I frame and isolate my subjects, I 
create images that flirt without giving away all the information. I strive for a 
candid innocence, with special attention given to details — or the lack of them. 

I hope the viewer can observe these moments in a different way than he/she normally 
does: seeing the beauty, the humor, as well as the sadness and anxiety.
